holds against eggs and butter, com- 
modities which they felt they could 
temporarily do without. 
Ne Reduction in Meats. 

The effect of the meat strike, how- 
ever, has not yet reached the retail 
butchers and there is little reduction in 
the cost of steaks, chops and roasts. 
The butchers say they expect a decline 
in prices next week as an echo of the

Prices, on an average, are still higher 
in the West End than in any other part 
of the city and they are also higher in 
the North End than on the South Side. 
Eges, for instance, agerage 36 cents ‘in 
the West End, as against &% in North 
St. Louis and 32 in South St. Louis. 
Butter, potatoes and bacon display cor- 
responding vagaries. . 

The highest price asked for eggs today, 
among a number of grocers interviewed 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter, was %5 
cents at two West End shops. The 
highest price for butter, 40 cents, was 
asked near Delmar avenue and King’s 
highway. The highest price for the best 
bacon was 30 cents, in a number of West 
and South St. Louis stores. The high- 
est price for the best potatoes, 90 cents 
& peck, was charged by several West 
End grocers. 

Prices Vary Widely. 

The lowest price for eggs was % 
cents, In One shop in North St. Louis. 
The lowest price for butter was 36 cents, 
in a shop at Maryland and Euclid ave- 
nues. Bacon, at 23 cents, was lowest in 
South St. Louis, and potatoes, at 20 
cents a peck, were cheapest on South 
Grand avenue. 

At the National Stockyards, East St. 
Louis, hogs were 50 cents @ hundred 
lower Friday than they were two weeks 
ago, and 2 cents less than a week ago. 
Friday's sales are at $8.50 a hundred. 
Lambs have slumped an average of 
nearly $1 a hundred in the last two 
weeks and sell at from $6.85 to $8.36. 
Sheep have declined 30 to 50 cents a

We 
do not believe there should be any arbitrary or 
toll charged for bridge and terminal service 
levied on traffic on the Terminal Railway tracks 
by any railroad using the association bridges and 
terminala as its own. We believe it unjust to 
charge a toll on St. Louis traffic alone for the 
support of the bridges and terminals. 

Mr. Whitelaw knows that if each railroad en- 
tering St. Louis had its own bridge and terminals 
there would be no arbitrary for its bridge and 
terminal service.

Louis covering all the cost of the haul. The 
New York rates cited by Mr. Whitelaw and Mr. 
McChesney do not parallel the St. Louis arbitrary 
charges.

But the differ- 
ence rapidly diminishes with the increase of the 
haul until, 80 miles out of New York, ft disappears 
altogether. Eighty miles and beyond the railroads 
absorb all the difference in the cost of hauling 
between Jersey City and New York. They begin 
to absorb the difference at 32 miles. At 40 miles 
it is reduced from 3 to 1 cent per hundred on all 
except first-class freight. At 60 miles it is 1 cent on 
all freight. At 81 miles the differential vanishes. 
This is a local rate, not an arbitrary. It is a 
rate to New York, nct to Jersey City with ferri- 
age and termiral charges added. 

‘We have no objection to reasonable rates. We 
believe that the railroads should charge rates 
which will cover the cost of transportation and 
give a margin of profit. But we want St. Louis 
rates on ell tne railroads and on all hauls, not 
East St. Louis rates with a bridge and terminal 
charge for St. Louis deliveries. We want S&t. 
Louis on the railroad map all the time and in 
every St. Louis tariff sheet. 

Mr. Whitelaw evades the question, Would there 
be an arbitrary if the roads came into St. Louis 
over separate bridges and terminals? .He cites 
New York’s short-haul rates, which, however, are 
not arbitraries, but graduated increases on short 
hauls to defray increasing costs as the terminal 
service becomes the greater part of the haul. But 
we do not believe Mr. Whitelaw can answer this 
question better than it was answered in the pre- 
liminary report of the Municipal Terminal Com- 

mission, which he signed as vice-chairman. The 
report said: 

In other cities, where a single road, even when 
it is unassisted by the joint operation of other 
Hines, is compelled to acquire terminals at a vast 
outlay, the cost of that invesment ts regarded 
as being as much a part of the main system as 
would be an extensive tunnel or a bridge midway 
between stations. 

Now we ask Mr. Whitelaw why he defends an 
arbitrary charge made by St. Louis railroads 
for their common bridge and terminal service 
which they would not make if they had costlier 
separate bridges and terminals? 

Mr. Whitelaw says the arbitrary within the 100- 
mile zone is not discriminating because no other 
city competes with St. Louis in that territory. 
But. competition is not confined to trade alone. 
There is rivalry in population, in extent and value 
of industrial and commercial activities. There 
is competition for populatien, factories and mer- 
cantile enterprises. There is competition for 
capital investment. The Western cities with 
which St. Louis ig in competition are free from 
the arbitrary which is levied within the 100-mile 
zone of St. Louis; they have that advantage over 
St. Louis in the race for supremacy in manu- 
factures, trade and population. 

To say that St. Louis has the cheapest coal does 
not prove the reasonableness of the coal arbitrary. 
St. Louis has an unlimited field of cheap coal at 
her doors. She is entitled to the full advantage 
of her position, not to only so much advantage 
as combinations of coal railroads and railroad 
bridges and terminals are willing to grant. 

The members of the Municipal Terminal Com- 
mission may have deserted their “fixed principle” 
that all of the arbitrary should be abandoned, 
but the people of St. Louis have not. There can 
be no final compromise on principle. There is 
no better time to enforce justice than when the 
beneficiary of injustice seeks favors from the 
victim.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Mr. Whitelaw’s Answer. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

It is not my intention or desire to enter into an end- 
less debate with your paper upon the termina] ait- 
uation in St. Louis. The problem is, too broad to 
be handled ‘by me without going into technicalities. 

However, as you ask me direct certain questions 
which cast some doubt upon my sincerity and con- 
sistency, I am willing to answer them as simply as 
possible. I ask that if you publish any of this let- 
ter you publish it in full. Out of justice to your 
readers, I further believe that you should. publish 
in full my letter to Mayor Kreismann, to which you 
are willing to devote a whole column upon your ed- 
itorial page. 

Your first question reads: 

Does he think the bridge arbitrary just and proper? 

The term “bridge arbitrary’’ as used in your co)- 
umns refers undoubtedly to the transfer charge in- 
cluded by the railroads in interest, for revenue ap- 
plicable to the Terminal Railroad Association, and 
added to the freight rate to East St. Louls, upon 
shipments originating within the 100-mile radius. As 
you are aware, the truly discriminating arbitrary has 
been abolished. 

I consider these charges just and proper for rea- 
sons stated in the fifth report of the Municipa) 
Bridge and Terminals Commission, submitted Feb. 11, 
1908, reading in part as follows: 

“As to the 100-mile radius adjustment, there were 
several difficulties: 

“First. The Illinois rates are on an IUlinoig State 
Railroad Commission’s compulsory distance tarift 
basa, and the distance between the various receiving 
and delivery stations, and tracks In St. Louis and 
East St. Louis, is a considerable percentage of the av- 
erage haul inside this 100-mile radius. 

“Second. It is held bythe railroads that with the 
application of the compulsory low mileage basig of 
rate prescribed by the Illinois Railroad Commissidn, 
the absorption of the heavy expense of crossing the 
river and providing terminal room in Missouri cannot 
be fairly demanded. | 

“Third. Most of the traffic is soft coal, and a 
large part of this is brought into East St. Louis by 
six short Illinois coal roads, which have practically 
no other freight business, and which will not join 
in any expense for crossing the river, or for termI-’ 
nal facilities in Missouri.” 

Question 2. “As vice-chairman of the Municipal 
Bridge and Terminals Commission, he signed a report 
which condemned the arbitrary as unnatural, unusu- 
al, unjust, and injurious. Has Mr. Whitelaw changed 
his mind?’’ 

As foundation for this question you duis in Italics, 
a little below, two paragraphs. I believe it would 
have been justice to have stated that these were 
taken from the preliminary report of the Municipal 
Bridge and Terminals Commission, submitted Nov. 
15, 1905, and from that section containing the state- 
ment of the commission's case to the railroads. It 
this is understood my position is consistent, for the 
intent of these paragraphs was to assai] the arbi- 
trary which was discriminating against St. Louis, 
namely, transfer charges on shipments originating 
from Eastern rate-making points. 

Question 3. “Does he think the bridge arbitrary a 
good thing for St. Louis?” 

This can be answered only in a negative manner. 
I do not believe that transfer charges on shipments 
originating within the 100-mile radius are harmfu! 
to St. Louis, because they do not discriminate against 
St. Louis, in competition with other cities, it being 
purely a local condition. As St. Louis, even with 
these transfer charges, already has the cheapest coal 
in the country, the Terminal Railroad Association 
charge which includes switching to any track in the 
city, is not discriminatory. 

Question 4. Is the same as Question 2, and an- 
swered above. 

Question 5. “Does he think the railroads should be 
permitted to levy an arbitrary charge for an indefinite 
period ?’’ 

If the transfer charge included by the rallroadg in 
interest for revenue applicable to the Terminal Rati- 
road Association is just, it should stand. If unjust 
it should be abolished. 

The two paragraphs following this question are 
also taken from ‘the preliminary report of the Munici- 
pal Bridge and Terminals Commission. They are 
taken from separate portions and the latter from 
the middle of a paragraph. 

Question 6. Is the same as Question . 

Question 7. ‘““‘Would there be a bridge arbitrary i! 
the railroads entering St. Louis had separate bridges 
and terminals?’’ 

It ls impossible to definitely answer a question of 
this nature depending upon suppositions; however, 
from the case of Jersey City and New York, where 
the railroads have individual terminals and car 
transfers, the same or higher charges prevail, and 
it is therefore naturdl to suppose that same condi- 
tions Would exist in St. Louis, even with individual 
bridges and terminals. 

I believe these transfer charges added for short 
hauls are justifiable where such a tremendous invest- 
ment is necessary to complete the haul. 

Last Question. “Did Mr. Whitelaw cite the New 
York charges to prove that the St. Louls arbitrary 
is right, or merely to show that New York, as well 
as St. Louis suffers injustice? Does he believe that 
two wrongs make a right?” 

The case of New York was cited to show that the 
situation in St. Louis is not unusual as the public 
has been led to believe. Othexs parallel cases could 
be shown, but New York was chosen because of its 
prominence as a transportation center. 

This, however, is only my individual statement 
of the case. As a shipper of heavy tonnage, low- 
priced commodities for 44 years, it has been neces- 
gary that I make a study of rate problems, and my 
experience along this line gives me confidence “in 
my judgment, and the courage of my convictions until] 
some compétent authority can prove to me that I am 
in the wrong. 

If there are those who believe the charges in ques 
tion are unjust, their course is clear. Make a state- 
ment of the case before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. That body is capable and 
to settle at once, and for all time, just such mat- 
ters, and if they rule that present charges are Un-

Mace Seeks a Man. 


ILLOWING my victory over Mitch- 
fF ell the crowd of fellows who were 
always hunting for somebody to 
lick me went all the way to New Zea- 
land to find a champion. Jem Mace, the 
one-time famous fighter, was sent to find 
him. The man’s name was Slade, but he 
was generally known as Mace’s Maori. 
Jem Mace spent a long time training this 
man Slade, and they figured that he 
was just about right to win the cham- 
pionship when they landed in Frisco in 
December, 1882. ‘The papers were filled 
with talk about this new man who 
was coming for the express purpose of 
“winning the championsh from the 
Boston Giant.’’ 

Mace and\his protege finally arrived 
in New York, and I had a.chance to 
look the Maori over. He was certainly a 
strapping young fellow. He was over 
six feet tall'and built in proportion. He 
Was a larger man than I. 

The fight Was finally arranged for 
Aug. 6, .1883, which gave the impor- 
tation from the Antipodes six months 
in which to get ready. We fought at 
Madison Square Garcen and the crowd 
was larger, if that be possible, than the 
one that witnessed the fights . with 
Charley Mitchell and “Tug’’ Wilson. .

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Givens Brogan Held in West 
for Murder of A. J. Magill, 
18 Months Ago. 


TRACED BY DEFORMITY 


Alleged Attention to Bro- 
gan’s Wife Given As Cause 
of the Killing.

A deformity of shoulders so stooped 
as to make him resemble a hunchback 
has, after nearly two years, betrayed 
Givens Brogan of East St. Louis. He 
is under arrest in San Francisco accord- 
ing to news dispatches, and has con- 
fessed complicity in the murder of An- 
drew J. Magill, a rough rider who was 
with Col. Roosevelt at San Juan Hill. 

Brogan asserts he was not the actual 
slayer, but admits he had a hand in 
the murder, the dispatches state. The 
San Francisco police refuse to make his 
confession public and the name of his 
alleged accomplice has not been dis- 
closed. East St. Louis detectives will 
be sent to bring him back when requi- 
sition papers are prepared. There is a 
reward of $200 offered by the state of 
Illinois and one of $100 by St. Clair 
County for Brogan’s arrest. 


Wife Aids in Search. 

Brogan’s jealousy was kindled by the 
alleged friendship existing between his 
wife, Mra.. Susan Brogan, and it was 
through information she gave that her 
husband was arrested: She is now 42 
years old, and Magill was 27, 

The murder was committed at noon 
on July Hl, 1908, in Magill’s photographic 
gallery in the Victor Building, East St. 


{Louis. There were two witnesses, 


Charles Albietz and C. H. Berger, real 
estate men, who were in another build- 
ing, but on a level with Magill’s studio 
and not 10 feet from it. 

They saw a small bent man, whom 
they did not know, enter the studio and 
shake hands with Magill, and _ then 
stand facing him. They paid little at- 
tention until they heard a shot, when 
they saw the two men grappling in a 
‘life-and-death struggle and heard Magill 
screaming for help. 

They saw the stoop-shoulderéd man, 
standing on tip-toe, raining blows with 
the butt of a revolver upon the others 
head, saw. him reel and then, as he 
swayed to his knees, saw the assail- 
ant fire a bullet downward through the 
top of his head. So far as they could 
see, the murderer had no accomplice, 


No One Sees Slayer Depart. 

By the time the ‘spectators reached 
the studio Magill was dead and the 
stranger, whose appearance and crime 
strikingly resembled those,attributed to 
Edward Hyde in Stevengon’s allegory, 
had vanished. The street Was momen- 
tarily deserted at the noon hour, and 
no one saw him leave the building. 
Whether he sprang from the second- 
story window, escaped through a trap- 
door over the roof and ran down the 
stairs into Collinsville avenue was noi 
known, 

The ex-b0igier had been a man of 
magnificent physique, but an explosion 
at the Stock Yards had blown off his 
left leg and~he wore a limb of cork. 
Brogan’s first shot crippled his right 
arm. But for these handicaps, the ro- 
bust Reugh Rider could easily have 
disarmed his puny assailant. , 

When Mrs. Brogan heard of the mur- 


ider, her first words, to her son George,

She related the story of how her hus- 


band had been jealous of Magill for five 
years, and told of his frequent threats. 
When Magill lost his leg he was a 
boarder at the Brogan home and she 
nursed him to recovery. 

Love Affair Is Denied. 

“I was a great friend of Magill’s sis- 
ter, Mrs. A. J. Barnum of Bast Lans- 
downe,” said Mrs. Brogan. « “Magill 
lived with her and I visited her at least 
once a week, but I entertained only 
friendship for her brother. 

“Five years before the murder my 
husband told me he was going to kill 
Magill because of his attentions to me, 
and went so far as to seek him out and 
pick a quarrel with him. I left my hus- 
band then, but he discovered he was 
mistaken and we were reconciled. . 

“The night before the tragedy I went 
to a phonograph party at Mrs. - Bar- 
num’s. Magill wasn’t even there. I 
didn’t get home until midnight. 

‘My husband was up and he stormed 
out that I had spent the evening with 
Magill at Lansdowne Park. He cursed 
me and forbade my entering the hou 
I nad to spend the rest of the night with 
@ neighbor. 

“I returned home in the morning, and 
when my husband saw me he became so 
angry that he kicked out all the screens 
and smashed a lot of furniture. But he 
let me enter. He put on his best clothes 
and departed, saying: ‘I’m going to buy
